BARRACKS TRAGEDY. © 


A Frenzied Drummer Staba- 
: fwo of His Comrades. 


A sad (sequel to the funeral of « 
comme happened at the Barracks of tho 
Royal West Kent Regiment, on the night 
of May 14, with the reault that o 
drunmer in the Fife and Drum Band-of 
the’ Reviment haa been arrested on a 
chaige of having taken the lifo of a 
comrade and wounded another. 

When the Inst rites on the body of 
Private George Komp, a momber of thé 
band, who, died from a heat stroke on 
Manday, had been performed at the Bukit 
Timah Road Cemetery, last evening, says 
the Streits Tires of May’ 15, the 
funeral party icturned to the Barracks. 
Ten was served and everything apparently 
went on as’ usual smong the men unti 
about ten minutes to ten, when a tragedy 
occurred. 

Corporal Harley and Corporal Newall, who 
had witnessed tho fanerl wore sitting in 
their.bunka in alittle room, known as ihe 
Cabin, situated at the extreme ond of the 
Barracks building, chatting with one an- 
other, whon in came Drummer Sandwell, 
armed with two bayonets, ono in cach hand, 
Without: any warning .herushed up to 
Newall and deliberately stabbed him, 
causing # wound in tna side. Newall, 
suffering great pain, fell out of his bunk 
on tothe floor of the Cabin. - 

Fearing that Sandwell would next turn 
his atténtions on him, Harley mode's 
desperate effort to escape. He succecded 
in getting out of the Cabin, and, taking 
to his heels, van through the dining room 
into the socond Barracks on the other side 
of the building. But, he hud not gono 
very far befure Sandwell took up the chaso, 
Sundivoll, who had speed on his made 
a great effort to capture the torrified Cor- 

oral, and ho was successful. 

While rushing wildly through 1 room, 
Harley slipped on tho floor and fell, and, in 
duing so, he tripped Sandwell, who by this 
time had almost secured hi Sandwell 
foll heavily on to Harley, and, itis alleged, 
stabbed him with a bayonet, 

The cries of the wounded man attracted 
the attention of other soldiérs,, who on 
reaching tho room, seized the drummer: 
It wis then ascertained that Harley had 
been stabbed twice just above the heart. ¢ 

Harley was conycyed immediately to the 
Hospital, but he succumbed on tho way. 

Newall was taken to the Institution and 
detained. Fortunately, his injuries - are 
not regarded as serious; the bayonot struck 
one of his ribs. 

There is no apparont motive for the 
crime 93 Sandwell is given a good charactor 
by the Military Authorities and was not in 
drink at any time. .
